Man charged with murder over deadly 

Venice Beach crash 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - A 33- 
year-old man was charged with 
murder yesterday after al¬ 
legedly slamming Ins car into 
tourists on California's famous 
Venice Beach boardwalk, 
killing an Italian woman on her 
honeymoon and injuring H 
others, police said. 

N athan C arnpb el 1 was 
charged with murder early yes¬ 
terday and held on $1 million 
bail after the horrific incident 
at the popular Los Angeles 
tourist haunt 

Witnesses of the crash, 
which occurred at around 6: □□ 
pm local time (0100 GMT) on 
Saturday, said tire driver of the 
high-powered Dodge Avenger 
appeared to deliberately aim at 
pedestrians 

Italian woman Alice Grup- 


pioni, 32, died following the 
crash, coroner's investigator 
Kristy McCracken said. An au¬ 
topsy was pending. 

Ano ther vi ctim rem am e d in 
critical condition, two were 
listed as serious while eight 
other victims were being 
treat e d for 1 e ss- sen ou s injuri es. 
Las Angeles Police Depart¬ 
ment officer Andy Nieman 
said. 

The driver of the car al¬ 
legedly fled the scene immedi¬ 
ately after the crash. 

The suspect later turned 
himself m for questioning at 
Santa Monica police station 
where he was formally ar¬ 
rested, Nieman said. 

If he did intentionally drive 
into the crowds, Ins motive is 
still unknown, police said. 


The incident was caught on 
surveillance footage captured 
by cameras at photo-sharing 
app Snap chat's Venice Beach 
offices. 

Campbell left a path of de¬ 
struction in his wake as he

SANAA, Yemen (AFP) - Secu¬ 
rity was tight at US missions in 
and around tire Arab wo rid yes¬ 
terday amid urgent Washington 
talks on an Al-Qaeda threat that 
prompted the closure of at least 
25 diplomatic missions. 

Measures were particularly 
strict in Yemen's capital, where 
Britain, France and Germany 
also closed their embassies fol¬ 
lowing a US warning which 
lawmakers m Washington said 
involved Al-Qaeda's joint 
Yemeni and Saudi branch 

But the US alert spread 
across most Arab capitals and 
extended farther afield to 
Afghanistan, Bangladesh and 
Israel, with embassies and other 
dipl omati c mi ssions d o se d y es- 
terday, die first day of the work¬ 
ing week m many Islamic 
countries. 

In Sanaa, special farces with 
armoured personnel earners 
w r ere stationed outside die 
American embassy and die 
missions of Britain, France and 
Germany, an AFP coiresp on- 
dent reported. 

Police and army checkpoints 
w r ere set up on all the Yemeni 
capital's main thoroughfares 

Residents said they heard 
die sound of a drone overhead, 
win ch caul d only b e Am ert c an 
as Washington is die sole power 
to operate die unmanned air 
■craft in the region 

Washington considers Al- 
Qaeda m die Arabian Peninsula 
to be the phadist network's 
most active and dangerous 
branch, and has waged an in¬ 
tensifying drone war against 
AQAP militants m Yemen 

In Jordan, authorities beefed 
up security around the closed 
US mission 

"Authon-ties have con¬ 
ducted a sweep for explosives 
at all US diplomatic locations 
and beefed up security mea¬ 
sures around the US embassy," 
a Jordanian security official 
told AFP. 

US National Security Ad¬ 
viser Susan Rice chaired White 
House talks to review Washing¬ 
ton's resp onse to die tin e at it re¬ 
vealed on Friday of a major 
Ai -Qaeda attack during August 
in the Middle East or North 
Africa 

President Barack Obama did 
not attend hut was briefed after¬ 
wards. 

Early last week, “the presi¬ 
dent instructed his national se¬ 
curity team to take ad ap¬ 
propriate steps to protect die 
American people in fight of a 
potential tlireat occurring in or 
emanating from the Arabian 
Peninsula," a White House 


statement said. 

Although Washington has 
responded to terrorist dir eats 
before by closing diplomatic 
missions, this was believed to 
be the most widespread closure 
ever, covering at least 25 em¬ 
bassies and consulates, 

"I've spent 21 years m the 
CIA, and I don't thmk I've ever 
seen 22 embassies closed si¬ 
multaneously. This is very, very 
unusual," Robert Baer, a former 
US case officer m die Middle 
East, told CNN 

Baer said the US action 
comes amid an Al-Qaeda resur¬ 
gence, including prison breaks 
in Libya and Iraq m winch hun¬ 
dreds of inmates have escaped, 
and turmoil in Egypt, Mali and 
elsewhere in the region 

US lawmakers briefed on 
the intelligence called the threat 
reporting among the most seri¬ 
ous they have seen m recent 
years, reminiscent of the intel¬ 
ligence chatter that preceded 
the September 11, 2QQ1 attacks 

Interp ol global security 
alert 

The chairman of die House 
Homeland Security Committee, 
Michael Me Paul, said it was 
"probably one of the most spe¬ 
cific and credible threats I've 
seen, perhaps, since9/ll". 

An attack appealed to be 
"imminent", possibly tuned to 
coincide with the last night of 
the Muslim holy month of Ra¬ 
madan, which could be 
Wednesday depending on lunar 
sightings, he said. 

The White House talks were 
held as Interpol issued a global 
security alert after hundreds of 
militants were freed in jail- 
breaks linked to Al-Qaeda. 

Tire worldwide police 
agency said it suspected Al- 
Qaeda was involved m jail- 
breaks across nine countries, 
notably Iraq, Libya and Pak¬ 
istan, that had "led to die escape 
of hundreds of terrorists and 
other criminals" in the past 
month alone. 

General Martin Dempsey, 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, told ABC News that die 
threats were directed at Western 
interests, and were "more spe¬ 
cific" than previous threats. 

While an exact target was 
unknown, "the intent seems 
clear The intent is to attack 
Western not just US, interests," 
Dempsey said

Iran's Rowhani sworn 
in, urges West to talk 



TEHRAN (AFP) - New Presi¬ 
dent. Hass an Rowhani, a re¬ 
puted moderate, told the West 
after taking the oath of office 
an Sunday the only way to in¬ 
teract with Iran is through dia- 
logue, not sanctions. 

The 64 -year-old dene took 
aver from hardliner Mahmoud 
Alnnadmejad, whose provoca¬ 
tive policies in two turbulent 
faur-year terms left Iran di¬ 
vided domestically, isolated in¬ 
ternationally and struggling 
economically 

The West is hoping that 
Rowhani will take a more con¬ 
structive appro aeh m long-run¬ 
ning talks on Tehran's 
contra vernal nuclear drive, 
winch despite Iranian denials 
is suspected by world powers 
o f havmg milltary obj e ctiv es. 

"If you want a proper an¬ 
swer, do not speak with Iran 
with the language of sanctions 
but with the language of re¬ 
spect," he said, adding Iran 
would "not surrender to sanc¬ 
tions, nor be threatened with 
war". 

He was referring to years o f 
un su cc es sful n ego ti ations wi tli 
the so-called P5+1 group of 
the United States, Britain, 
France, China and Russia plus 


Germany over Iran's nuclear 
activities. 

Washington was quick to re¬ 
spond, saying Iran would End 
the United States a "willing 
partner" if Rowhani was seri¬ 
ous. 

in Tehran, Rowhani said his 
goal was to improve the liveli¬ 
hood of ordinary Iranians 
whom lie acknowledged were 
under "a lot of economic pres¬ 
sure" because of to ugh US and 
EU sanctions over Iran's re¬ 
fusal to stop uranium ennch¬ 
in ent 

He said his government will 
take the path of detente, " cre¬ 
ating mutual trust and con¬ 
structive interaction. I say tins 
frankly that Iran has never 
been bent on war with the 
world" 

His remarks contrasted 
starkly with Ahmadmejad, 
whose anti-Israel diatribe and 
provocative rhetoric sparked 
repeated global condemnation. 

Rowhani formally took of¬ 
fice on Saturday at another 
ceremony in which he received 
the endorsement of supreme 
leader Ayatollah All 
Khamenei, who has final say 
on all key state affairs, includ¬ 
ing the nuclear issue.

Feeling a bit violent? 

Maybe it*s hot outside 




WASHINGTON (AFP) - If 
the heat makes you cranky, 
talcs heart you're not alone, ac¬ 
cording to a study out Thurs¬ 
day in the US journal Science 
that links using tempers to hot. 
temperatures 

Hie link could have worry¬ 
ing implications as the Earth's 
climate warms, researchers at 
the University of California at 
Berkeley and Princeton Uni¬ 
versity warned. 

While making predictions 
about the future is always iffy, 
lead author Salomon Hsiang 
said the current trend is clear: 
hotter weather makes people 
more violent. 

Hsiang and his fellow re¬ 
searchers conducted a meta- 
analysis of 60 studies across a 
range of disciplines, including 
archeology, climatology, polit¬ 
ical science and economics 

One study, for instance, 
showed that, during the hotter 
and drier periods of the El 
Niiid southern os dilation, "die 
probability of any country in 
the tropics starting a new civil 
war doubles." 

Other studies showed the m- 
ci dene e -o f interp srs oil al co n- 
fhets -- from murder to rap e to 
domestic violence and other 
types of assault -- goes up 
when it gets hot 

"We were surprised by bath 
the consistency and tire 
strength" of tire link, Hsiang 
said, explaining it was evident. 


no matter what timeframe was 
being examined, whether a 
short heatwave, a years-long 
drought, or a cycle over cen¬ 
turies. 

In order to rule out other fac¬ 
tors for tire rise in violence, the 
authors used a statistical analy¬ 
sis that compared single geo¬ 
graphic locations to 
themselves overtime -- so that 
the political, cultural and geo¬ 
graphic histories were inter¬ 
nally consistent 

They also tried tD compare 
levels of violence where the 
climatic factors were very lo¬ 
calised, to see how violence 
levels compared nearby where 
the weather stayed cooler. 

In all cases, "the collected ev¬ 
idence shows that humans 
across the globe have proven 
poorly equipped to deal with ex¬ 
po sure tD hotter temperatures," 
co-lead author Marshall Burke 
said m a statement. 

In times of draught or when 
harvests fail, economic factors 


might push groups to take up 
arms. 

High unemployment tends to 
leave a large pool of frustrated,

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Roots breakthrough for 
drought-resistant rice 


PARIS (AFP) - Japanese 
bio technologists an Sunday 
said they had developed a rice 
plant with deeper roots that 
can sustain high yields m 
draughts that wipe out conven¬ 
tional rice crops 

It is the third breakthrough 
in new cereal strains in less 
than two years, boosting the 
quest to feed the world's spi¬ 
ralling population at a time af 
worsening climate change 

Hus rice strain, also called 
cultivar, is called Kin an dang 
Patoug. Its big 'characteristic is 
roots that, are deep and grow 
straight downwards, delving 
into parched soil for water, as 
apposed to root systems that 
are shallow and grow out side- 
ways m typical water-rich 
paddy fields 

Hie gene for this, called 
Deep Rooting - dubbed DROl 
-- was spliced into a cultivar 
c ailed 1 Rb4, a p addy n c e pi ant 
that is grown around Asia. 

Hie team then put the new 
plant through its paces, plant¬ 
ing it and standard IR64 mup¬ 
land fields in three kinds of 
conditions --no drought mod¬ 
erate drought and severe 
drought. 

Moderate drought reduced 
yield fr om IRb4 to just 42 psr- 
c ent. a f no- - drou ght co ndiha ns. 
Severe drought destroyed it to¬ 
tally 

But IR64 with the DRDl 
gene was almost unaffected by 
moderate draught In severe 
drought, yield fell -- but not 
catastrophically — by around 
3D percent. 

Without genetic technol¬ 
ogy, it would have been ex¬ 


traordinarily hard to have pin- 
pDinted, and then inserted, the 
right gene, said Yusaku Uga of 
the National Institute a f Agro¬ 
biological Sciences in Tsukuba 

In J ami ary 2012, s ci enti sts 
in Britain and Japan said they 
had developed a fast-track 
technique, called Mu t Mat, that 
identifies useful genetic vari¬ 
ants, or mutations, m nee 
plants. Hiey used it to derive a 
strain from Japan's Hitome- 
bore wild rice that is resistant 
to salinity -- a boon for farmers 
whose fields have high salt 
content through irrigation. 

Hie world's population is 
expected to reach 9 6 billi on 
by mid-century, from 7.2 bil¬ 
lion today, according to UN 
estimates. By 2100, the tally 
could be 10 9 billion 

To feed this rising number 
at a time of worsening drought 
and flood will require a cam¬ 
paign against food waste, 
smarter use of land, water, fer¬ 
tiliser and pesticides and agri¬ 
cultural innovation to select 
higher-yield or climate-resis¬ 
tant strains of cereals, accord¬ 
ing to the UN's Food and 
Agn cultural Qrgam satt on 
(FAQ) and France's National 
Institute for Agricultural Re¬ 
search (INRA). 

Improvements in nee 
strains -- leading to a short, 
stubby "semi-dwarf" plant 
with a full head of gram - un¬ 
leashed the Green Revolution 
of the 19d Os, boosting harvests 
in China and other rice-depen¬ 
dent co until es that used to 
teeter perpetually on the brink 
o f famine

US Trade Repre¬ 
sentative Michael Froman 
announced the rare move 
- a blow to South Korean 
Samsung - saying in a let¬ 
ter he had decided to "dis¬ 
approve" the exclusion 
order by the US interna¬ 
tional Trade Commission.

ROME (AFP) - Three female 
migrants died during a treach¬ 
erous voyage to Europe m a 
rubber dinghy and 174 others 
were rescued as they made 
their way to the Italian island 
of Lampedusa, media reported 
Sunday. 

A group of 90 S Din all im¬ 
migrants was intercepted 
while drifting m a dinghy in 
the Canal of Sicily and was 
rescued by a merchant vessel 
tli at took them to Lampedusa. 

Local media reported the 
migrants were exhausted and 
in poor condition after their 
five - day j o urney in th e ri ckety 
vessel. The passengers re¬ 
ported the three women had 
died during the journey and 
that their bodies had been 
thrown overboard. 

A sepai'ate group of 34 im¬ 
migrants was rescued on Sat¬ 
urday by an Italian military 
b a at s outh a f Lamp e du sa. 


Since 1999, more than 
200,0DO people have arrived 
on Lampedusa — which is 
closer to North Afina than 
Italy -- making it, along with 
tire Greece-Turkey border, one 
of the top gateways for undoc¬ 
umented migrants and 
refugees into the European 
Union. 

Hundreds drown every year 
trying to reach the tiny island, 
which measures 20 square 
kilometres (7.8 square miles). 

Lampedusa has seen an in¬ 
crease in arrivals in recent 
weeks, with around 4,000 so 
far tins year — three times 
more than during the same pe¬ 
riod m 2012 

But the numb ers are still far 
from the peaks reached m 
2011 as maritime border con¬ 
trols disintegrated during the 
Arab Spring revolts in North 
Africa.

MLB: A~Rod In crosshairs as MLB targets doping 



NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
Baseball fans were braced to 
see sweeping sanctions meted 
out today against players who 
reportedly obtained banned 
drugs; from a Florida clime, 
chief among them Yankees 
slugger Alex Rodriguez 

For more than a week, con¬ 
flicting reports have surfaced 
over the fate Df the Major 
League Baseball superstar, 
who has yet to play tins season 
after hip surgery in January 
was followed by a quadriceps 
injury. 

Ro dn gu ez him self sard after 
a minor league rehab start on 
Friday that he expected to join 
the Yankees for the first time 
tins season today if he wasn't 
" struck by lightning" 

But that's just what some re¬ 
ports have predicted will hap¬ 
pen to the 3 S-year-old, 
three-time American League 
Most Valuable Player when 
they suggested MLB Commis¬ 
sioner Bud Selig could ban 
Rodriguez for life if he is 
judged to have impeded base¬ 
ball's investigation of the Bio¬ 
genesis affair. 

Other media reports have in¬ 
dicated F-odriguez is more 
likely to receive a lengthy, but 


not lifetime, ban, with Selig 
invoking his right to protect 
the best interests of baseball to 
prevent Rodriguez from play¬ 
ing during any app eal pro cess. 

Usually m baseball, players 
can continue to play while ap¬ 
pealing disciplinary action. 

Rodriguez indicated on Fri¬ 
day he believes die attempt to 
ban him ishnked to an attempt 
to avoid paying all or some of 
the almost $ 1C□ million re¬ 
maining Dn his record $375 
million contract that runs 
through 3017. 

"1 think we all agree that we 


want to get rid of PEDs -- 
that's a must," said Rodriguez, 
who admitted in 3009 to using 
steroids while he played for 
the Texas Rangers from 3001 
through 3003, when they were 
not yet banned under major 
league rules. 

That admission has shad¬ 
owed his stellar achievements 
on the field, including a 3009 
World Series title with the 
Yankees and (547 career home 
runs that put him fifth on 
Major League Baseball's all- 
time career list. 

Thus far, none of the players 


implicated m die game's latest 
doping scandal have tested 
positive under Major League 
Baseball's anti-doping test 
program, toughened m recent 
years after complaints from 
US lawmakers 

But anywhere from nine to 
more than a dozen players are 
reportedly set to receive sus¬ 
pensions, with MLB already 
negotiating with all or most of 
than -- except Rodriguez -- to 
accept their punishments and 
move on 

Some players have already 
been suspended for their links 


to the clinic, including Mil¬ 
waukee slugger Ryan Braun, 
Oakland pitcher Baitolo 
Colo a and Toronto outfielder 
Melky Cabrera. 

Among others Linked to Bio¬ 
genesis, in evidence first ob¬ 
tained by Miami New Times 
n ewsp ap er, are Yanke e s 
catcher Francisco Cervelk, 
Texas outfielder Nelson Cruz, 
Detroit shortstop Jhonny Per¬ 
alta and San Diego mfielder 
Everth Cabrera 

Hie Detroit Tigers obtained 
Boston shortstop Jose Iglesias 
m a three-team transfer deal on 
Tuesday, the eve of Wednes¬ 
day’s maj or league trade dead¬ 
line, m what some saw as a 
signal tliat Peralta will be sus¬ 
pended. 

If the suspensions are 
handed down, it would be the 
most comprehensive doping 
ban imposed by the sport. 

Several stars have admitted 
to doping and such icons as 
US home run king Barry 
Bonds and pitching legend 
Roger Clemens escaped dop¬ 
ing charges in court, cases but 
only after their legacies were 
tainted and the sport took a 
black eye with fans
